buildings for rural schools ha. been 
met by the publication of an illus- 
rated bulletin on the subject by 
he state board of health, giving de- 
•-.iled plans and specifications for 
a standard outbuilding. • These must 
1C' followed in the construction of 
new and the reconstruction of old, 
uttvildings where public sewerage 


no available. 
. 


The publication stresses the ny- 


cienic importance of clej.n.and whole- 
some outbuildings for. pupils and 
teachers, citing the dangers of dis- 
ease from improper -disposal of hu- 
man wastes. If also explains meth- 
ods of protecting the school well 
from pollution and ur«;es that such 
waters be analyzed by n state labor- 
atory before, school opens. 


The plans for the standard type 


outbuildings were approved by the 
state department of engineering and 
endorsed by the state department of 
public instruction and the County 
Superintendents', association. 


The power of the state board of 


health to enforce regulations of this 
kind is conferred by the statutes, 
and covers the subject of outhouses, 
toileta, plumbing, drainage, sewage 
and garbage disposal, water supply, 
etc.Copies of the new code have been 
sent to county superintendents with 
instructions to supply all district 
school boards and have also been 
sent to rural parochial schools. Any 
district school board failing to re- 
ceive a copy will be supplied upon 
application to their county superin- 
tendent. 
By a recent ruling;, also, before 


any dry or chemical closet may be 
installed in a school house, permis- 
sion must be received from the state 
board of health, and the installation 
conform with certain requirements 
Upon information blanks furnished 
by the state board of health, th( 
school board must state the size and 
description of the school buildings 
and other conditions, affecting the 
installation, also the nource and type 
of water supply, character of tire 
soil, lay of the land, and type o£ 
closet to be installed.

CHEESE MEN 
USE BABCOCK 
MILK TESTER 


. L. Sammis of Univer- 
sity Tells of Further Use 


of Device 


MONROE — Among the 
2,200 


American cheese factories now op- 
erating in Wisconsin there is scarce- 
ly one which is not paying for milk 
on the basis of the Babcock test. 


Any suggestions that they return 


to the old pooling system of payment 
is promptly rejcated by the patrons, 
because all other neighboring fac- 
tories pay. by the test, and this is rec- 
ognized to be the only fair method. 


The smaller group of factories m 


the southern part of the state mak- 
ing brick cheese have until recently 
continued payment by the old pool- 
ing system, but as a result of im- 
proved conditions on dairy farms, the 
breeding of better cattle, advanced 
registry of stock, cow testing asso- 
ciations, and the work of the college 
of agriculture and other influences, 
a gradual change is being affected. 
J L. Sammis of the University, of 
Wisconsin dairy department reports 
that there is a strong 'likelihood that 
the use of the Babcock test will soon 
be-further extended among the brick 
cheese factories in this prosperous 
dairy region..
